Tobacco smoking j a a form of 
narcotic drug addiction which 
decreases mental and physical 
efficiency. A physician who has 
carefully examined the class re 
cords of Harvard University for 
the past f;fty years rays that 
not one tobacco user • ,t«j <-,ei 
Hood at the head of hi s class, 
depite the fact th.n five-sixths 
of the male s.udentj are smok¬ 
ers. 

Dr. Herbert F. Fisk,. Prin 
cipal of Northwestern Peparat- 
ory School, Chicago, says: “It 
is rar*?iy the case that' *. student 
who makes any use of tobacco 
attains to superior scholarship 
Of all forms of tobacco using, 
c garettes are without question 
the most harmful 

Repeated experiments on typ 
ists have shown that accuracy 
and speed both depreciate after 
smoking a cigarette. 

The unbiased opinion of lead¬ 
ing athletes, those who do net 
provide paid testimonials for 
certa n brands of cigarettes is 
invariably to the effect that ath 
letics and tobacco won’t mix.” 
Orantland Rice, once a famous 
athlete and latterly a prominent 
sports writer, says: "I have 
noticed that those who do not 
smoke, who keep in clean if 
not exactly strict traiivng 
have far more energy, much 
greater stamina, much better 
cunti-ol of their nerves and they 
also appear tn develop much 
keener knack at picking up a 
pime.” Charles Paddock, the 
.printer, who for many years 
lied the world record for short 
uistnee running, says: “No cue 
-an become a start athlete and 
use tobacco in any form, be 
cause it cuts the wind and af¬ 
fects the heart.”

Dr. Charles L. Barber oi 
Lansing, Mich., in a paper read 
befbre the American Associa- 
:on for Med’co -Physical Res¬ 
earch, said: “A baby born of a 
cigaret-smoking mother i 8 sick. 
r t is poisoned, and may die 

ithin two weeks of birth. The 
(Hist mortem shows degenerat- 
on of the liver, heart aind ot 
ler organs. Sixty j>er cent of all 
babies born of mothers who are 
habitual smokers die before 
they are two years old.” 

It is bad enough to have the 
bins of Ih3 fathers visited up- 
m the children,” but when 
mothers augment this baneful 
heredity what hope is there foi 
the*, fuure of the race? The prev 
alent use of tobacco by both 
sexes today will urdoubtedl pre 
dispose to the production of an

A.) has said: "The features o/ 
women who smoke grow sharp¬ 
er as the nicotine habit fasten* 
on them; the skin becomes taut 
and shallow, the lips lose the-*- 
rosy color, the comers of tho 
mouth show wrinkes, the lowe* 
lip shows a tendency to proj¬ 
ect beyond the upper lip. the 
eye* acquire a sta:e and the 
lids rise and fall m ire slowly.' 

It is thus apparent that the 
young women who wish to re¬ 
tain their “schoolgirl complex¬ 
ion” ’’cannot afford to flirt with 
tobacco.
